All the drama and tension pos- 
sible is wrapped up in this an- 
nual Big 8 classic, which is being 
televised nationally by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company — 
with voice descriptions by a fam- 
ed and talented trio: Lindsey 
Nelson, Terry Brennan and Bud 
Wilkinson. 

It was just a year ago that the 
Cornhuskers rolled into Norman 
with a 9-0 record and a chance 
for a perfect season, the first 
since 1915. Coach Gomer Jones’ 
Sooners popped the balloon, 17-7, 
in a stunner. 

Tronically, the same situation 
exists today. Nebraska, ranked 
near the top of the nation’s grid 
powers all season, has a perfect 
9-0 mark. The Sooners have a 
3-5 record, Last year Nebraska 
had accepted a Cotton Bowl 
bid before the upset; this year 


the Huskers have accepted an 
Orange Bowl bid and will be 
hoping to avenge the 1964 dis- 
appointment. 

Nebraska, winner of the Big 8 
title for two consecutive years, 
ean clinch a third straight 
championship with a victory to- 
day. The Husker string started 
at Memorial Stadium in 1963 
when the Scarlets ripped the 
Sooners, 29-20. 

It was Bud Wilkinson’s finale 
against the Cornhuskers, and the 
great Sooner coach is here to- 
day as part of the NBC crew—no 
doubt remembering how the 
aroused Scarlets bombed his 
team 29-7 during the first three 
quarters, and how valiantly his 
team roared back in the final 
minutes to close the gap. 

All Nebraskans join in wel- 
coming the University of Okla- 
homa coaches and players, the 
NBC television staff and crew- 
men and sending across the na- 
tion today a hearty “Happy

About the University of Nebraska 


Chartered on February 15, 1869, the University of Nebraska opened its 
doors to students in 1871 as one of the American Land-Grant institutions 
dedicated to the extension of educational opportunity to all persons. 

Now, as it approaches its centennial, the University is composed of ten 
colleges: Agriculture and Home Economics, Arts and Sciences, Business 
Administration, Dentistry, Engineering and Architecture, Graduate, Law, 
Medicine, Pharmacy, Teachers, and six schools: Architecture, Fine Arts, 
Graduate School of Social Work, Home Economics, Journalism, Nursing. 

From a level of 10,000 students in 1962, the University’s enrollment has 
increased 50 percent and in the fall of 1965 totaled 15,138 with men out- 
numbering women a little more than two to one. Almost 20 percent of the 
students are engaged in study beyond the baccalaureate level. The Univer- 
sity grants the Masters Degree in 65 areas of study; the Ph.D. Degree in 
39. In recent years the University has conferred approximately 2,400 de- 
grees annually. 

Apart from its regular enrollment, the University, through its Extension 
Division, serves 1,200 adults in evening campus classes and another 365 in 
off-campus classes. The Extension Division, one of the major agencies of 
its kind in the world, conducts almost 17,000 high school correspondence 
courses and over 3,000 at the college level each year. The Divisionwalso 
sells over 25,000 course materials annually to other institutions for use in 
their correspondence programs. 

The University occupies three campuses, two in Lincoln—the City, 
covering 140 acres, and the East (formerly Ag) covering 345 acres—and 
one in Omaha, the Medical College campus, 25 acres. The Medical College 
and School of Nursing are part of a growing medical complex in Omaha, 
The College and the State Department of Public Institutions operate the 
Nebraska Psychiatric Institute, a research, training, and treatment center 
on the campus. The Medical College also operates the Eppley Institute for 
Research in Cancer and Allied Diseases. 

University Agricultural Experiment Stations are located near Scotts- 
bluff, Alliance, Crawford, North Platte, and in northeast Nebraska, near 
Concord. A University Agricultural Field Laboratory of 8,500 acres is 
located at Mead. The University School of Agriculture at Curtis is now 
being converted from-a boarding high school to a School for Technical 
Agriculture. 

In the decade closing in 1965, the University completed new construc_ 
tion and remodeling totaling $40 million, over half accomplished without 
the use of state tax funds. A six-year capital improvements program, in- 
volving $47.5 million in state support, is now under way. Its projects in- 
clude such major improvements as a new University Hospital and a new 
science and engineering complex. 

Within its total program the University has: ¢ 

The Nebraska Center for Continuing Education, serving adult and youth 
Stoups with educational conferences, seminars, and meetings. Since its” 
opening in 1961, more than 100,000 persons have participated in confer. 
ences at the Center, a $3 million facility made possible by a grant from 
the W. K. Kellogg Foundation and volunteer subscriptions. 

The Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery, one of the finest small art mu- 
seums, made possible by bequests from the late A. B. Sheldon of Lexing- 
ton, and his sister, Miss Frances, of Lincoln. The building, sheathed in 


Italian travertine marble, was designed by Philip Johnson, noted New 
York museum architect, 


The University of Nebraska ‘State Musetm, containing an internation- 
ally-known collection of prehistoric elephants, the Mueller Planetarium 
Theater and Health Science exhibits. 

Educational Television Station KUON, one of the pioneers in EBV and 
now one of the originating stations of Nebraska’s new Educational Tele- 
vision Network. :

The University inaugurated the first Program of graduate education 
west of the Mississippi in the mid-1880's and in 1906 won membership in 
ihe Association of American Universities, a select group requiring high 
faculty quality.

Once out of college, Kusser-

seasons 1953 through 1956, He 
was voted an All-Pro each year 
of his service, and participated in 
the first Canadian Shrine game 
in Toronto.
